In the years since its inauguration, the 
effectiveness of the TCCE has often been 
challenged. This year, however, in the light 
of the recent $15,000 Grant from the Wah- 
lert Foundation, and the optimistic and 
encouraging remarks on the part of the 
three college presidents, the outlook for 
the educational part of the Tri-College Ef- 
fort is brighter. But, what has happened 
to the social cooperative effort, especially 
that between Loras and Clarke? Is the pur- 
pose of the TCCE merely to unify the 
educational processes of Clarke, Loras and 
the University of Dubuque? 

It seems, to me, that the exclusion of 
Clarke girls from the cheering squad would 
be in direct violation of the purposes up- 
held in Clarke’s cooperative effort with 
Loras. This is to say nothing of the dis- 
eriminatory overtones that a move in this 
direction would indicate. 

This issue, however, should not have 
been solely the decision of the politicians 
of the Loras Student Senate, or the Loras 
Administration, Since the issue at hand is 
of importance the interest to the entire 
Loras student body, I feel they should have 
been the deciding factor in the dispute. 


That is the reason a petition is being cir- 
culated to this effect and I urge those 
Loras students who agree to sign their 
name.

According to the Association of 
Iowa College and University Presi- 
dents, private college and univer- 
sity enrolment showed a_ collec- 
tive decrease of 1.2 per cent this 
year. Enrolment totals dropped 
from 35,473 last year to 35,038 
this vear. 


Though there is a decrease in 
this enrollment, W. A. Cox, Uni- 

“ of Iowa Dean of Admis- 
sions and Records, points out in 
ihis report he prepared that there 
is an increase in total public jun- 
jor college enrolment when voca- 


tional-technical students are in- 
cluded. This total figure of 21.563 
is noticeably greater than last 
year’s 20,518. Although a decrease 
affected almost all other college 
institutions, the two professional 
and technical colleges experienced 
a 20 per cent increase this year. 
There are 1,808 students enrolled 
in these institutions as compared 
to 1,503 last year. 


Private junior colleges have a 
percentage decrease in enrolment 
of 11.7 with 3,110 students this 
year as compared to 3,522 in 
1970, This figure is even more sig-

This year radio station WDBQ 
will again conduct for the second 
time a series of programs on the 
drug problem in Dubuque and sur- 
rounding vicinities. The series will 
run from Mon. through Sat., Oct. 
25-30. It will be aired every morn- 
ing from 10 until noon, and every 
evening from 7-9 p.m., except 
Thurs. and Fri. evening when it 
will be aired at 5:30-7:30 p.m. 

Each section of the program will 
be on the air for two hours, the 
first half will be pre-recorded, and 
the second half will be a discussion 
session. The topics to be present- 
ed and discussed from tonight on 
are: 
Thursday night: The question of 
whether or not marijuana should 
be legalized will be brought up. 
To discuss this matter there will 
be on hand, doctors, psychiatrists, 
lawyers, local youth and a chemist. 
The chemist will explain the latest 
findings on drugs from the report 
of the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare. 
Friday morning: Alcohol problems 
will be discussed. This show will 
include a guest speaker, Claude 
Steiner, a psychiatrist from Berk- 
eley, who has just written a radical 
new hook, The Games Alcohoilcs 
Play. In this book he contends that 
alcoholism is not a disease.

nificant when the decrease of 2.1 
from 1969 is realized. The fresh- 
men enrolment in such institutions 
this year is 1,506 which is slightly 
lower than last year’s figure of 
1,802. 


The three state-supported uni- 
versities, which enrol 49% of all 
Iowa college students, have a total 
enrolment of 49,266 which is only 
slightly decreased from last year’s 
figure of 49,291. These schools suf- 
fered only a slight decrease in 
freshman enrolment, now showing 
31.3 per cent as opposed to 31.6 
per cent last year. 


The breakdown of the enrolment 
of all students in Iowa colleges 
and universities reads as follows: 
state-supported universities 49%, 
(up 1.5% from last year); private 
colleges 34.8%, (down .1%); public 
junior colleges 11.8%, (down .4%); 
private junior colleges 3.1%, 
(down .4%); and professional and 
technical schools 1.8%, (up .3%).
